The nurse is eventually persuaded to take the 
letter to Onegin. 


Scene 3 


Peasant girls in the garden are gathering fruit and singing. 
Tatiana is now afraid Onegin will laugh at her. Onegin 
arrives and tells Tatiana he cannot return her love. She is 
humiliated. 


ACT TWO 


Scene 1 


A party for Tatiana's birthday. Onegin is annoyed with 
Lenski and flirts with Olga for revenge. Lenski is furious but 
Olga makes things worse by dancing again with Onegin. 
Triquet sings a birthday song for Tatiana. After the next 
dance Lenski and Onegin begin to quarrel, and their angry 
Scene ends in a challenge to a duel. The guests try to settle 
the quarrel but both men leave in anger. 


Scene 2 


Early next morning. A lonesome place. Lenski, left alone 
by his second, sings of the end of his youth. Onegin 
arrives. Pistols are produced. Onegin fires first, Lenski falls 
and his second announces he is dead. ~

Scene 1 


Onegin has returned to St. Petersburg after some years 
absence from Russia. At a ball in Gremin's Palace, he 
meets an old acquaintance, Prince Gremin. Gremin intro- 
duces his wife. She is Tatiana, now a fashionable and dig- 
nified beauty. Gremin sings an aria in praise of true love. 
Onegin cannot take his eyes off this fascinating woman he 
rejected some years before.

Tatiana weeps as she reads Onegin’s letter. Onegin enters 
and falls on his knees before her, protesting the sincerity of 
his love for her.
